AND PROSECUTOR 
EXPLAIN PAROLES 


State’s Attorney Weier 


Defends Policy — Says 
Suspect Aided Him and 
Won Freedom. 


Reasons why paroles are given 
so frequently in Circuit Court at 
Hillsboro on pleas of guilty and 
why charges so often are dropped 
were outlined to the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday by Judge Edward T. 


r Eversole and Prosecuting Attor- 


ney H. L. C. Weiler. 
They were asked how it hap- 


pened that Edward Albert Gilde- 
haus was paroled after pleading 


guilty of manslaughter last June 
10. The charge grew out of an 
automobile accident in which a 
man was killed. Weier explained 
that “it would have been hard to 
prove that Gildehaus was intoxi- 
cated and there were no witnesses 
to the accident.” No other charges 
were brought: against Gildehaus, 
according to the minutes of Judge 
Eversole’s court. 

Eugene Henry Doerrer pleaded 
guilty of burglary, was sentenced 
to two years in prison and then 
paroled immediately by Judge 
Eversole Oct, 21. eier related: 
“Doerrer had been in trouble in 
California before on a misde- 
meanor charge. But he co-oper- 
ated well with me and with the 
sheriff. He was a state witness 
in the trial of Stanley J. Stodul- 
ski.” A jury found Stodulski 
guilty, as an habitual criminal, 
and convicted him of burglary and 
larceny, setting his punishment at 
15 years. 
Charges Changed. 

Another convietion last month 
was that of George Lewis Berry. 
A charge of larceny was dropped 
and Berry pleaded guilty of burg- 
lary, receiving a sentence of two 
years in the penitentiary. 

Judge Eversole, recalling the 
case, said: “I didn’t want to send 
him up for more than two years. 
Under-a recent Supreme Court 
ruling, a man cannot be sentenced 
to concurrent terms. If I had 
sentenced him to two years on 
each charge, he would have had 
to serve four years and I didn't 


‘want to ay | him that much. I 


have been told by former convicts 
that a sentence up to two years 
may do some good but anything 
over two years is harmful, I'm 
inclined to agree.” 

Quick Parole. 

Another man who won a quick 
parole in Judge Eversole’s court, 
despite a previous conviction, was 
Frederick Vernon Boley of De 
Soto. In 1938, he received a two- 
year reformatory sentence for 
stealing chickens and was paroled 
from the bench. In May 1946 he 
pleaded guilty of common assault, 
was sentenced to jail for 60 days 
and then paroled by Judge Ever- 
sole. Weler was not prosecuting 
attorney last year and said he was 
unfamiliar with the case.

m\icized severely by Sava N. Kosa- 


novic, Yugoslav ambassador at 
Washington and delegate to the 
United Nations, in an address to- 
day at the intercollegiate United 
Nations conference here. 

Kosanovic declared that un- 
scrupulous elements in Greece and 
in the world exploit for their own 
ends—covering their misdeeds with 
the authority of the United States, 
to the detriment of democratic de- 
velopment—the deterioration of 
relations between nations, particu- 
larly between the Soviet Union 
and the United States.” 

He defended the “principle of 
unanimity of the great powers,” 
and declared that world peace 
could only be built on friendship 
between America and Russia. 

The Yugoslav ambassador, a 


blond, stout man, was received 
with eager attention by the 200 
students from 23 Missouri colleges 
and universities participating in 
the conference. Several hundred 
more spectators gathered in the 
university field house for the 
event. 

Kosanovie said that the Soviet 
use of the veto power in the Se- 
curity Council must be understood 
against the background of British 
and American activities in the 
Balkans, Without naming the Tru- 
man doctrine as such he deplored 
unilateral action by the United 
States in Greece. 

Goebbels Propaganda Line.’ 

He declared that Winston 
Churchill had installed a mon- 
archy in Greece, with the assist- 
ance of Greek collaborators. The 
Greek people, he said, were de- 
prived of an opportunity to de- 
termine their own future and 
Greece, alone of the Balkan 
countries, has remained outside 
the democratic renaissance in 
the Balkans.”

RUSSIA REPORTED 
TRAINING GERMAN 
ARMY OF SEVERAL 
DOZEN DIVISIONS 


Charges Step Toward 
Rebuilding Wehr- 
macht—War Warning 
Sounded.

LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP)—The In- 
ternational Committee for the 
Study of European Questions re- 
ported tonight that Russia is us- 
ing Soviet military schools to train 
captured German Army officers 
for the “formation of the ranks 
of a Future Wehrmacht for Ger- 
many.” 

„Several dozens of divisions,” it 
said, have been formed by the Rus- 
sians from German prisoners of 
war. 

The committee, a non-govern- 
merital group of men prominent 
in public and private affairs here 
and in Europe, declared its own 
continent-wide espionage system 
had discovered also that Germans 
and Russians were engaged in 
“active collaboration” in develop- 
ing and manufacturing arms in 
Russia and the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many. 

The committee, which has pub- 


ilished a number of reports on 


postwar conditions, warned of the 
possibility of war between Russia 
and the Western Powers. 
ge on Committee. 
The committee includes such 


British figures as Lord Beveridge, 


Liberal peer and author of Brit- 
ain’s “cradle to the grave” social 
security legislation; M. L. Oliphant, 
atomic scientist; Lord Vansittart, 
chief diplomatic adviser of the 
late Neville Chamberlain, and Sir 
Alexander Fleming, discoverer of 
penicillin, and representatives 
from France, Belgium, Norway, 
Holland and Denmark. 

The re-training of German pris- 
oners of war in Russia is being

PARTIAL ECLIPSE 
OF SUN VISIBLE 
NEXT WEDNESDAY 


A partial eclipse of the sun 
will be visible here for an hour 
next Wednesday afternoon, pro- 
vided skies are clear. 

The moon will move between 
the sun and the earth, beginning 
at 1:51 p.m., and will cover five 
per cent of the sun at 2:22 p.m. 
The sun will be clear again at 
2:52 o' clock. 

Mrs. Jessica T. Stephens, as- 
sistant professor of mathematics 
and astronomy at Washington 
University, said that this annular 
eclipse will show to greatest ef- 
fect in the Pacific Ocean and in 
portions of South America, It is 
the second eclipse of the sun this 
year. The previous éclipse, last 
May 20, was visible in Africa and 
South America, but was not ap- 
parent here. 


SERIES ON ‘BEHIND 
IRON CURTAIN’ IS 
REPRINTED IN REICH 


FRANKFURT, Nov. 8 (UP) — 
The American Military Govern- 
ment opened Gen, Lucius D. Clay’s 
press and radio campaign 
against Communism in Hesse 
state today by distributing 20,000 
reprints in German of a New York 
Herald-Tribune-St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch series, Behind the Iron 
Curtain.“ 

The series was reprinted on the 
presses of Frankfurter Rundschau, 
Whose editor, Arno Rudert, was 
excommunicated from the Com- 
munist party yesterday. Dr. 
James R. Newman, military gov- 
ernor of Hesse, said the articles 


‘would “expose the disease called 


Communism.” 

Herald-Tribune representatives 
in Frankfurt said they had 
planned to translate the articles, 
written by four correspondents, 
from English into German long 
before Clay announced his plan to 
fight Communism with fact. 

Dr Newman said, however, that 
the reprinting of the articles was 
the start of the anti- Communist 
publicity campaign in Hesse.

WEED ERADICATORS 
PLEASE BAUMES, 
BUT OWNERS DON’T 


Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes, who has been experi- 
menting with chemical weed eradi- 
cators, is more pleased with the 
chemicals than he is with the 
owners of vacant lots in St. Louis, 
he indicated yesterday in a report

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British Author Admits Plagiarism; 
Used Passages From U.S. Books 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (UP)—Rene 
Raymond, British author of the 
best. selling “No Orchids for Miss 
Blandish,” was quoted today as 


admitting and apologizing for re- 
producing passages from Ameri- 
can crime fiction in his own 
books. . 

The apology was reported in a 
letter in the Bookseller, British 
book trade publication, The letter 
represented Raymond as acknowl- 
edging he borrowed passages from 
Raymond Chandler’s “Big Sleep“ 
and “The High Window,” Dashiell 
Hammett's “Red Harvest” and 
Jonathan Latimer’s “Lady in the 
Morgue.” 

The letter was signed by Hamish 
Hamilton, Ltd., Methuen & Co., 
Ltd., and Cassell & Co., Ltd., Brit- 
ish publishers of American au- 
thors. '

Western Europe’s Problem. 


The goals which the European 
governments have set for them- 
selves and with which our Govern- 
ment may legitimately concern 
itself are conditioned by the na- 
ture of the European economic 
problem. The reasons for the in- 
ability of Western Europe to bal- 
ance its accounts with the rest of 
the world at the present time are

But it cannot be too strongly 
stated that the process of invest- 
ment and capital formation im- 
poses a severe strain on the coun- 
try undertaking it. It means the 
introduction of money income into 
the economy, with no comparable 
output of consumer goods to sop 
up this purchasing power. This 
process is highly inflationary. To 
the degree that capital goods are 
sent to Europe from the United 
States, it is true, the strain is 
transferred from European eco- 
nomies to our own. 

Nevertheless, the secondary ef- 
fects of large capital programs 
should not be overlooked. At the 
present time, gross investment in 
the United States is running at 
about 17 per cent of total nation- 
al product at the height of a 
boom. Some of the European na- 
tions have attempted to exceed 
this rate. It seems unlikely that 
European nations can prudently 
afford to sustain capital formation 
on as large a scale as they have 
planned. What this means, in ef- 
fect, is that housing programs and 
capital development may have to 
be slowed down until European re- 
covery is much more advanced 
than at present. 3 

Germany May Need More. 

In addition, the program writ- 
ten at Paris may have to be modi- 
fied by a shift in the amounts go- 
ing to the separate countries. As 
this shift is made, we believe that 
the amount of aid allotted to Ger- 
many may have to be higher than 
was set at Paris.

Open ideological war has been 
declared already by the totalita- 
rian nations and their satellites 
upon all other nations and peoples 
believing in individua lliberty.

The committee’s estimate of the 
cost to the United States Govern- 
ment is a smaller figure than the 
foreign trade deficit. First, a de- 
duction must be made for the part 
of the program that can be fi- 
nanced through the International 
Bank. Second, there may be pri- 
vate financing. Third, a large part 
of the European deficit with the 
American continent is with coun- 
tries other than the United States. 
In its own interest, the United 
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States will probably have to sup- 
ply funds to cover a part of this 
deficit, but we should not have to 
finance it in full. When allowance 
is made for these deductions, the 
resulting figures are those given 
above for the cost to the United 
States Treasury. 


It is helpful to compare the fig- 
ures for the cost to the United 
States Government with what the 
United States has been doing for 
Europe in the past. Before the 
run on sterling in July, the annual 
rate of withdrawals on the British 
loan was about $2,600,000,000. In 
addition, in the first half of 1947, 
the rate of withdrawal on other 
European aid programs — relief, 
UNRRA And special grants—was 
about two billion dollars. In 1947 
the United States assumed only 
half of the cost of German occupa- 
tion, but in 1948 it seems likely 


that it will have to assume the 
whole burden, amounting to about 
a billion dollars. 


When all these factors are 
taken into account, the program 
of aid proposed for 1948 proves 
to be a moderate increase on 
what the United States has in 
the recent past been spending 
in Europe and what will prob- 
ably have to be expended in Ger- 
many in any case. In addition, 
the program calls for increased 
lending operations by the Inter- 
national Bank. 


Looking to the years beyond 


calendar 1948, the committee 
emphasizes that any estimates 
are altagether speculative. The 
American people have an under- 
standable interest in trying to 
ascertain the drain on their re- 
sources in the future. But it is. 
totally impossible, and indeed 
unwise, to attempt to calculate 
this with accuracy. The Paris 
conference’ suggested that the 
total Ecropean foreign exchange 
deficit for the four-year period 
1948-1951 would be about 22 bil- 
lion dollars. The . committee's 
estimates range from 17 to 23 
billions. When deductions are 
made for various types of financ- 
ing, the range of possible appro- 
priations would be 12 to 17 bil- 
lions. But the committee can- 
not emphasize too strongly that 
any aid extended to Europe must 
be on a year-to-year basis. It 
must be subject to constant, 
vigilant review of the Congress. 


V FINANCE AND ADMINISTRA- 
TION. 


Even to carry out a prudent 
program in 1948 entails the execu- 
tion of certain fundamental poli- 
cies on the part of the United 
States Government and the most 
careful administration. The com- 
mittee believes that any aid to 
Europe offered by the United 
States should be financed out of 
taxes, not out of borrowing. The 
maintenance of a surplus in the 
United States Treasury is a neces- 
sity in this inflationary period. 


Control of Scarce Materials. 


A foreign aid program will re- 
quire means to make available 
goods that are in short supply. 
Voluntary measures should be re- 
lied upon wherever possible. If 
and when they are not, the Gov. 
ernment will probably require au- 
thority to set priorities in order 
to insure the availability for ex- 
port of limited amounts of the 
items most critically needed. It 
might also have to issue limited 
orders to control consumption of 
critical materials such as those 
still in effect for tin. Especially 
in the field of food, it might be 
necessary to use the device of 
requiring that limited quantities 
be set aside for export. 


It must be emphasized that these 
suggestions apply only to the for- 
eign aid program and not to the 
broad program on inflation. The 
committee is convinced that in- 
flation is a serious deterrent to 
the stability of the American 
economy, but any consideration of 
a program to control inflation 
would have been beyond its com- 
petence and its terms of refer 


ence.

In addition, representatives will 
be needed in the different coun- 
tries.

But they should keep the 
Ambassadors in the respective 
countries informed of their com- 
munications. In all cases where 
there is necessity for taking up 
important matters with govern- 


ments, it should be done by the 


Ambassador to the end that there 
will be only one diplomatic rep- 
resentative of the United States 
in these countries. Due to the 
need for flexibility in the pro-

Neighbor’s Wife Who 


Was’ Kidnaped but 85 


Fled Tells of Love Af- 
fair. 


ROCKFORD, In., Nov. 8 (UP) 


—Mrs. Audrey Marsh, 27 years 
old, whose husband killed two 
men because of his tangled ro- 
mance, gaid tonight she hopes 
that “he is killed, too.” 


Mrs. Vernon Anderson, 26, for 

hose love Glenn Marsh com- 
mitted the killings, said that her 
love for Marsh, too, had died. 


Meanwhile, police of four states 
sought Marsh for the killing of 
Mrs. Anderson's husband, Vernon, 
28, and her father, Grant Muhr- 
lein, 52. 

Marsh was reported to have 
tried to enter the home of his 
wife's parents, Mr, and Mrs. H. 
Charles Williams, here tonight. 
Mrs. Grant Muhrlein, mother of 
Mrs. Anderson, who was spending 
the night at the Williams home, 
said Marsh appeated at the door 
but that when she saw who it 
was she slammed the door in his 
face and hastened to the telephone 
to summon help. 

Marsh, 27, became énraged last 
night when his wife told him that 
Mre. Anderson was “patching 
things up” with her husband. 
Seizing a pistol as he strode from 
the house, Marsh found the An- 
dersons at the home of Anderson's 
parents. 


He killed Anderson and Muhr- 
lein, kidnaped Mrs. Anderson and 
took her on a harrowing 100-mile 
ride before she escaped. 


Mrs. Marsh Knew of Affair. 


The Marshes and Andersons 
Ware neighbors, living on adjoin- 
ing farms. The Marshes had two 
children and the Andersons three. 
Mrs. Marsh told authorities she 
knew of.the affair between her 
husband and Mrs. Anderson. 


“But I don't blame her and I 
don't blame him,” she said. It 
takes two to make a Dargain. 
But I hope he’s killed, too.” 


Weeping hysterically, she asked 
police to keep -her in protective 
custody.at the county jail for fear 
that her husband would elude 
police and return to try to Kill 
her. She took her two, children 
to the home of relatives. 

Meanwhile, Mrs, Anderson told 

lice of her wild ride with Marsh 
ast night after he dragged her 
from the home of her husband's 
parents. 

“Glenn told me he would kill 
me and himself both, if neces- 
sary,” she sobbed. 

“I was frightened to death and 
agreed with everything he said to 
pacify him. It was a horrible ex- 
perience. I thought I was in love 
with Glenn once, but that is all 
over now.” 

_ Kept Her Company. 

She said her husband had 
worked nights, and that Marsh 
used to come over in the evenings 
to keep Her company. She said 
she had the “mistaken idea” that 
her husband was indifferent. 

Mrs, Anderson ‘managed to es- 
cape last night at Morris, III., 
when Marsh stopped to inquire 
about renting a tourist cabin for 
the night. She took his pistol 
from the glove compartment of 
the car, she said, and filed. 

“I ran across a field and a cou- 
ple picked me up And took me on 
into the sheriff's offite at Morris,” 
she said. “I was almost hysterical 
with fear.” 

Mrs. Marsh told police she had 
known of her husband's affair 
with Mrs. Anderson since last 
July. She said her husband and 
Mrs. Anderson ‘were “carrying on

Mrs. Anderson said that she and 
her husband discussed a divorce 
on Thursday of this week.

“Vernon and 1 drove out to a 
lovers’ lane in the park and de- 
cided to make up, sell the farm 
and move some place else to start 
all over,“ she said. 

When Marsh learned of their 
decision from his wife last night, 
he: shouted, “they can’t do this to 
me.’

INCREASE IN COAL CARS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (UP) — 
The Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation reported yesterday that soft 
coal production was higher last 


week than at any time since last 
June 21, when John L. Lewis's 
AFL’ United Mine Workers won 
their present contract. 

Col. J, Monroe Johnson, director 
of the agency, said that a greater 
supply of coal cars was responsible 
for the increased coal production. 
Johnson said railroads hauled 
nearly 13,000,000 tons of soft coal 
during the week ended Nov. 1. He 
said this: boosted average weekly 
production for October to 12,718,- 
000 tons—an increase of nearly 
780,000 tons a week above July, 
August and September. 

Government officials who have 
feared a coal shortage this winter 
have blamed the threatened short 
supply of coal on the critical short- 
age of coal cars. In general, they 
believe ‘that, despite a shorter 
work week, the mine warkers will 
produce as much coal as can be 
earried by the railroads.

To it came top secret documents

„In Russia itself, however, a 
much softer note was taken. Fac- 
tories in the east hummed with 
activity, producing arms for Rus- 
sia, while American and British 
concentrated upon de-Nazification. 

“In accord with this policy, 
American Communists formed 
fronts and used their influence in 
Government to force a harsh peace 
upon Germany. Through their con- 
trol of certain influential officials 
in the Treasury Department at the 
time, they agitated for the Pots- 
dam agreement, based upon a 
Treasury policy previously urged 
at the Quebec conference. The 
result has been an unworkable 
economic program. 

“German industry was cut to 
such levels that exports would be 


President Truman that the Ger- 
man diet be increased and by the.

“It has become clear that de- 
spite the feasibility of destroying 
Germany’s industrial potential 
some of our military governors in 
Germany have so far failed sig- 
nally to carry out the Potsdam 
agreement for making Germany 
provide reparations to her vic- 
tims and at the same time secur- 
ing effective industrial disarma- 
ment,” Kilgore added. 

“These administrators have 
blinded themselves to the role 
played by German industry in the 
Nazi aggression and to the fact 
German economy is now consti- 
tuted as a menace to the peace of 
thg world as it was in 1939.” 

Hard or Soft Peace? 

This much is certain. There was 
a division among policy makers 
in the Roosevelt administration as 
to whether there should be a 
“hard” or “soft” peace treaty with 
Germany. The point of the FBI 
inquisition, by accounts of those 
who have been questioned defi- 
nitely has been on the question of 
the “hard” or soft“ peace treaty 
with Germany. 

This has been born out by Gov- 
ernment employes and former Gov- 
ernment employes who have told 
the Post-Dispatch that when they 
were interrogated by FBI agents 
the focus of the questioning was 
directed toward:

“Russia, England and France 
also should be able to make atomic 
bombs in large numbers—if they 
are determined to do so.

HUNGARIAN ARMY 
UNIT DESERTS IN 
ANTE-RED PROTEST 


Only One of 84 Men Suc- 
ceeds in Reaching Safe- 
ty in British Zone in 
Austria. 


By CHARLES BERNARD 

VIENNA, Nov. 8 (UP)—Eighty- 
four anti-Communist 
from the Hungarian Army walked 
across the Austrian border last 
night, but only one succeeded in 


crossing Russian- occupied . terri- 
tory to safety in the British zone, 
Austrian officials reported today. 

One report said the deserters 
comprised a fully-armed Hunga- 
rian infantry company—83 men 
and one officer. This report said 
border patrols allowed the desert- 
ers to keep their weapons. 

The soldiers were reported to 
have told border guards they were 
leaving Communist - dominated 
Hungary for “political reasons.” 
One report was that the deserters 
fled because they had been alert- 
ed for service in Russia without 
being informed whether they were 
to serve as soldiers or as forced 
laborers, 

High Austrian Government 
sources said the party crossed the 
border at a point where Soviet- 
occupied Gurgenland Province, 
separating Hungary from British- 
occupied Austria, is only a few 
miles wide. 

These officials said the Hunga- 
rlang apparently split up into 
small groups after crossing the 
border and then headed for the 
British zone. They said only one 
man was known to have evaded 
Russian authorities long enough 
to reach British-held territory. 

British officials here confirmed 
the arrival of the one refugee in 
their zone, but could contribute 
no detailed information. 

Authorities at the Austrian In- 
terior Ministry questioned the re- 
port that the refugees had been al- 
lowed to keep their weapons when 
they crossed the border. 

They said normal procedure 
would require Austrian frontier 
guards to disarm the men before 
permitting them to enter the 
country. Their arrival would be 
reported by teletype to the Minis- 
ter of the Interior and Soviet au- 
thorities. 

However, Interior officials con- 
ceded that a fully armed infantry 
company would be strong enough 
to make its own border regula- 
tions. 

One group of deserters was re- 
ported to have attempted to sur- 
render to Austrian police in Soviet- 
occupied Feldbach, apparently be- 
lieving they had reachd a town of 
the same name in the British zone. 
Officials said the police refused to 
accept the surrender, and the de- 
serters continued west toward the 
occupation boundary. 


ARMY OFFERS RE-ENLISTMENT

Qualified veterans who re-enlist 
in the Regular Army may now 
choose an assignment in the 
European command or within 
their Army area in the United 
States, it was announced yester- 
day. 

The new procedure applies only 
to qualified veterans of any o 
the armed forces who were dis- 
charged on or aften May 12, 1945, 
Lt. Col. V. M. Smith, recruiting 
officer in the new Federal Build- 
ing, said, The enlistment period 
must be for three years. 

Those enlisting under the new 
assignment plan are assured one 
year’s service with the Army area 
unless the unit for which they en- 
list is transferred.

Goes on Display in Rome Today 


$10,000,000 Collection Includes Titian’s Al 
Danae,’ Which Goering Reportedly Hung in 
His Bedroom U. S. Recovered Paintings. 


ROME, Nov. 8 (AP) —Italian art 
looted by the Nazis, the migra- 
tions of which were traced care- 
fully by the American Office of 
Strategic Service before the down- 
fall of the Reich in one of the 
less known “cloak-and-dagger” 
exploits, will go on exhibition here 
tomorrow, and Italy will say a 
big official. “thank you” to the 
United States for its return. 
Italian officials value it at $10,- 
000,000 or more. 


The cream of the masterpieces 
from the Naples National Mu- 
seum, which the Goering division 
picked to send to its art collector 
chfef and his ex-artist boss Adolf 
Hitler, will be displayed at Far- 
nesina Palace, 


Gen. Lucius D. Clay, United 
States Military Governor of Ger- 
many, invited by the Italian Gov- 
ernment to participate in the 
ceremonies, is due to arrive to- 
night. United States Ambassador 
James C, Dunn will open the ex- 
position. Ambassador Robert D.

Of some 30 masterpieces, the

AUTO OUTPUT IN 194) 
MAY BE 10-YEAR Hb 


Makers’ Association Concedes 
Achievement Fall ‘Far Be- 
low Capacity Levels.’ 


DETROIT, Nov. 8 (AP) — The 
Automobile Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, noting that 1947 may be 
the highest motorcar production 


year in a decade, today posted an 


inventory of its achievements 
which admittedly were “far below 
capacity levels.” 

“With a record of 5,000,000 or 
more units in prospect, if Novem- 
ber and December production 
levels can be upheld, the associa- 
tion pointed out that in the first 
nine months of this year the in- 
dustry had turned out more cars 
and trucks than the entire 1946 
output. 

Also, it has pushed replacement 
parts output to a record high, al- 
most double last year’s amount, 
which was a record in itself, This 
achievement, the association said, 
had kept millions of cars on the 
roads because owners had been 
able to replace worn out parts for 
engines. 

The industry's employment roll 
has reached 789,000, approximately 
40 per cent above prewar level, 
and its weekly payroll totals $44,- 
000,000, twice the 1941 average. In 
1941 the output was 4,840,000 ve- 
hicles, including 218,000 military 
units.

MAY BE MODIFIED, 
SCIENTIST ASSERTS 


SCHENECTADY, N. T., Nav. 8 
(UP)—Vincent J. Schaefer, au- 
thority on mam made weather, was 
working on plans today to elimi- 
nate hail and ice storms, 

In a broadcast last night, Schae- 
fer said hail particles can be pre- 
vented from growing to any con- 
siderable size by introducing large 
quantities of ice nuclei into high 
cumulus clouds, 

Schaefer said there was good 
evidence that the serious ice 
storms of last winter could have 
been transformed into snow 
storms by this method. He ex- 
pressed the doubt that snow 
storms would cause as much gam- 
age and inconvenience as ice 
storms. 

He revealed also that some ex- 
periments have indicated that in- 
tense ‘thunderstorms can be modi- 
fied. The storms could be 
changed so that the rain would 
be more moderate, and the elec- 
trical disturbance less violent, he 
said. 

“Much work must be done by 
our group and others before we 
know the possibilities of the dry 
ice seeding methods,” he said, “It 
may be many years before one 
can say that man has really done 
something about the weather as a 
large scale enterprise.”

REPORT TAKING 
KASHMIR TOWN 


Capture From Moslem In- 
vaders of Baramula, 
West of State Capital, 
Is Claimed, 


NEW DELHI, Nov. 8 (AP) — 
Indian troops battling the 
invaders of Kashmir state today 
captured Baramula, highway cen- 
ter 25 miles west of the capital 
of Srinagar, it was announced to- 
night. 

The reported fall of the gate- 
way city to the famed Vale of 
Kashmir followed by 24 hours an 
announcement by the Indian De- 
fense Ministry that Indian troops 
were chasing the invaders down 
the main road to Baramula from 
Srinagar. ; 

The invaders suffered heavy cas- 
ualties when Royal Indian Air 
Force planes went to the support 
of the Indian troops, the ministry 
said. Indian troops were reported 
yesterday to have cleared the road 
to Baramula of some 1000 invad- 
ers, killing 300, 

The Moslems invaded Kashmir 
from the Northwest Frontier pro- 
vince, which is under jurisdiction 
of the Moslem Dominion of Pakis- 
tan. Kashmir, which has acceded 
provisionally to the Hindu Domin- 
ion of India, asked India for help 
in repelling the invaders, 

Meanwhile the Bombay Free 
Press bulletin reported an army 
of 10,000 Hindus was being re- 
cruited for “direct action” next 
month in an effort to bring the 
rich princely state of Hyderabad, 
far to the south of Kashmir, into 
the Dominion of India. 

Hyderabad is the most populous 
of the Indian states and the larg- 
est in territory next to Kashmir, 
has not acceded to India. 

Last month representatives of 
the wealthy Nizam of Hyderabad 
and Indian officials were reported 
to have drafted an agreement 
which would leave the Nizam the 
head of an independent kingdom 
for at least a year. 

The draft has yet to be ap- 
proved by the Nizam, a Moslem 
and absolute ruler of more than 
16,000,000 predominantly Hindu 
subjects. Under the agreement 
Hyderabad, which is entirely sur- 
rounded by the Dominion of India, 
would be allied ecOnomically and 
otherwise with India, but would 
retain independence. 

The Free Press said the army of 
10,000 was being recruited under 
banner “Azad Hyderabad 
Fauz,” which means “Free Hyder- 
abad Army.” 

It said Lt. K. Rajpogal, former- 
ly of the Indian “National Army” 
which fought Allied forces im 
Burma during the war, was in 
charge of recruiting, which it de- 
clared was going on in the Indian 
union areas bordering Hyderabad.

This mine demonstrated why the output 
per manshift in Britain is only 1.1 tons 
against five tons in the United States. The 
British goal, after complete mechanization, 
which will be quite different from that 
in the United States, is only two tons per 
man. In the meantime, American efficiency 
undoubtedly will go up. In the United 
States, 60 per cent of the miners are en- 
gaged in “coal getting’; in Britain the 
percentage is 20 per cent because of such 
conditions as narrower seams, uneven levels, 
less coal cutting machinery, smaller coal 
cars (here they are one-half a ton; in the 
United States many are 12 tons); obsolete 
equipment, slower tempo of work; less effi- 
cient management, and older workmen. 


Monthly Net Loss 
In Number of Workers. 


In January, 1947, when the Coal Board 
was vested with management, there were 
300,000 miners under 40 years of age; 
100,000 over 50, and 50,000 over 60. This 
is one reason there hds recently been a 
monthly net loss in the number of miners. 
Beginning in August, the total number of 
men quitting the mines each month was 
1000 more than those entering the indus- 
try. The older men, because of increased 
old age pensions, were retiring. The new 
and younger men, as soon as they have 
been trained, will be more efficient workers 
than the old. At least that is the Coal 
Board’s hope.

Instead of working the full week, absen- 


teelam at the coal face in the “good” 
mine has been running as high as 50 per 
cent on Mondays, but now that Christ- 
mas is coming has dropped to about 80 
per cent. The average for the whole 
country is 12 per cent. 

The coal face miners have not been 
working the full five days because (1) 
the work was so hard they had rarely 
worked five days before, (2) the weather 
has been fine for holidays, (3) money 
can be made on the outside without pay- 
ing income tax and (4) there is little 
to buy with the extra money. 

In the old days when miners’ wages 
were 50 shillings ($10) a week and there 
was mass unemployment in the mining 
regions, fear of unemployment and of 
starvation was the spur to work. With 
that spur gone, the carrot of higher 
wages is not bringing new men into the 
industry or causfhg the men to produce 
more. So far the ideological appeals ‘such 
as “Work or Want" have not influenced 
the miner. He has not yet realized that 
unless be produces more he eventually 
will personally suffer. The abstract idea 
is too vague for him to grasp. 


Scarcity of Consumer 
Goods of Medium Price. 


Traditionally the average miner is an 
improvident fellow, although there are 
notable exceptions. There is a story in the 
mining regions, perhaps apocryphal, but 
illustrative: 

An old miner was asked why he invar- 
lably worked four days a week and then 
stopped. His answer was, Tou see, I’ve 
found that I can’t quite make enough to 
live in three days.“ 

Under the rationing system for food and 
clothes, his average weekly wage is 
enough for bare essentials such as rent 
about $8 a week in a subsidized home, 
and food and semi necessities like beer, 
tobacco and a bet on the horses, dogs or 
the football pool. The prices of unra- 
tioned goods, plus the purchase taxes, are 
outrageously high when they can be had. 

One mine manager said, however, that 
if he could get a hundred fur coats and 
a thousand pairs of nylon stockings to 
put up as a lure to the miners’ Nes,

he would not worry about absenteeism. 
The wives would see that the husbands 
worked. 

Why doesn’t the Government and the 
Coal Board flood the mining towns with 
mediunf priced consumer goods? Because 
there aren’t many and will be less under 
the production for exports program. In the 
States many of the mining communities 
are isolated; here a 30-minute bus ride 
will take a miner and his family to a 
fairly large town and its attractions. Some 
consumer goods have been put into the 
mining towns but have not produced results. 

In the intensified expert drive, new houses 
for miners and agricultural workers have 
been given the highest priority. It will take 
years before these houses can be an attrac- 
tion. The present houses are in many in- 
stances far superior to the general run of 
mine homes in the United States and the 


rent is much cheaper. 


The actual working conditions in the 
*“noor’ mine were not greatly different 
from those in the good“ mine. The equip- 
ment was much older and the surface lay- 
out was much more inefficient. At the pit- 
head, I saw four workers, who get $18 a 
week, watching to see that the little coal 
cars were properly shunted around two 
curves on an uneven track. I asked why 
the rails had not been properly graded so 
one man could do the job. 


Higher Technicians 
Not Labor Party Members. 


The manager replied that no new rails 
were available. In the old days it was 
thought just as profitable to pay the four 
men about $8 a week as to make the im- 
provement. 

This manager, a bright man of about 40, 
had just returned from a three months in- 
spection of American mines. He recalled 
that at one Pennsylvania mine with a daily 
production of 5000 tons there were only 
three workmen at the pithead. 

“Here,” he said, the production is only 
700 tons a day yet we have 30 men at the 
pithead. What I want to see is a pithead 
where everything is controlled by a couple 
of men working pushbuttons. But that 
time is far off.“ 

In the long pull, the success of nationali- 
gation will depend a great deal on the in- 
telligence and efficiency of the mine mana- 
gers and engineers. Britishers are reluctant 
to tell their personal politics to a foreigner. 
I gathered, however, that the higher tech. 
niciang I talked with were not members of 
the Labor party. Yet as technicians they 
welcomed the opportunities that broad plan- 
ning is giving them. The young manager 
of the “poor” mine and the divisional pro- 
duction engineer, a much older man, were 
both enthusiastic over a shallow drift“ or 
semi-strip mine they were starting a few 
miles away. American machinery was be- 
ing used on this project but since it had 
gone down only a hundred feet, it was im- 
possible to see how this venture would come 
out. When in operation it will produce 600 
tons a day with about 100 men on the job. 
The work will be much more mechanized 
and much easier. The engineers did not 
think they would have difficulty in getting 
enough men on this job even at present 
wages. 


Miners Do Not Feel 
Nation’s Urgent Plight. 


Neither the Ministry of Fuel nor the 
Coal Board has found the way to make 
the miners individually feel the urgency 
of the nation’s economic plight. This 
urgency is known in the higher circles 
of all parties. As the London Times re- 
cently said: 

„It is lack of coal that holds back home 
manufacture. It is lack of coal that hob- 
bles the drive for experts. It is lack of 
coal that hamstrings participation in the 
work of Kuropean construction put in 
hand in the recent conference in Paris 
and it is lack of coal that, for all these 
reasons, is most likely to ruin the Labor 
Government.“ 

But even The Thunderer (London Times) 
did not have the answer to how to get more 
miners to work harder and longer. There is 
an individual, personal and family angle that 
has been ignored by those who do not know 
how the miners work and live. In the Unit- 
ed States, higher wages which mean a high- 
er standard of living are the answer. The 
British miners may get a few dollars a 
week higher wages but their standard of 
living under present pressures is hot likely 
to rise in proportion. As one high Gov- 
ernment official said: 

Mining in the old days was done by slave 
labor. We still have a long way to go be- 
fore we can make it a decent way of life.“ 

The record under private ownership was 
demonstrably bad. Nationalization is im- 
proving conditions. Unfortunately this ef- 
fort is coming ‘when the nation needs coal 
as never before. The miners, remembering 
the old days, are not responding to the car- 
rot of present promise as effectively as they 
did to the old relentless whip of starvation. 
Some new promise or some new spur is 


needed and needed now. 
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To Industrial Relations 
Policy of St. Louis Plant 


Record at Nooter Boiler Works Called ‘Shining Example’ of 
Industrial Teamwork and Has Brought Profits to Work- 
ers and Management; New Contracts Are Drawn in 


Fifteen Minutes. .

LABOR contract, to be successful, must contain what is being referred to 


these days as the ‘‘essential ingredient.’’ 


The essential ingredient; say, 


editorial writers and labor-management experts, is good will. Without tha 
they say, a contract, no matter how long, how involved and well tied around and 
about with legal terms, remains little more than just a piece of paper which 
can be violated in a thousand ways, each way within the letter, if not the mean- 


ing, of the law. 

With it, the shortest and most loosely 
written contract can become a binding docu- 
ment because—and it’s just as simple as 
this—no one wants to violate it. 

Robert Wood Johnson, a student of labor 
relations and author of a forthcoming book 
on the subject entitled “Or Forfeit Free- 
dom,” had this to say in a recent editorial 
in the Saturday Evening Post: 

“Since both sides know what they write 
down and sign, can the contract really cata- 
pult them into new difficulties? It can if 
agreement is forced by circumstances, not 
produced by evolving good will. When this 
happens both )articipants remain hostile, 
ready to snipe at each other through loop- 
holes in an unwelcome document. Bach side 
tries its best to leave these loopholes, each 
thinks up tricks of evasion that still con- 
form to the written word. When either 
labor or management makes a misstep, the 
other screams its indignation and eagerly 
wields the contract as an instrument of 
revenge. 

“The way to avoid such a course is plain. 
Unions and employers must accept the con- 
tract as a constitution, a body of basic 
law for their working agreement. In it 
they are bound to be specific on such, mat- 
ters as wages, hours, seniority. and paid holi- 
days and vacations. Beyond these they 
will set up principles_to be interpreted and 
applied on a basis of reality, not of word- 
ing or precedent, Both sides must realize 
this intention, and a statement, of it must 
go into the formal contract. Done into 
legal language it will say: 

“This document shall be interpreted ac- 
cording to its spirit and the facts of every- 
day life. When wording threatens to get 
in the way, both of us agree to ignore it 
and use common sense.“ 

No one needs to look further than his 
daily newspaper to find examples of what 
happens when labor contracts are written 
with chips on all shoulders. Less common 
are examples of what happens when good 
will is allowed to enter, but one which 
shines out,is that of the John Nooter Boller 
Works company here in St. Louis which 
has evolved a labor program which is pil- 
ing up profits and good will for both man- 
agement and labor, and which has been de- 
scribed by the union’s international presi- 
dent, Charles McGowan, as a shining ex- 
ample of first-class industrial teamwork.” 

The spirit back of the company’s labor 
relations policy, as laid out by President 
Elmer Nooter and Robert J. Ryan, vice pres- 
ident and general manager, is simply this: 
“Good labor relations are accomplished on 
a human basis. Management must try to 
see labor’s viewpoint. When they do, they 
usually find that labor sees management's 
viewpoint. If each side goes into a meet- 
ing attempting to see how much they can 
get out of the other, the element of good 
will is immediately broken down. To us, 
the good will of the employe is one of the 
most valuable assets in our business.” 

That this policy has paid big dividends 
is attested first by the fact that the draw- 
ing of a new contract at the. Nooter com- 
pany is a routine affair which takes about 
15 minutes, It has brought about a spirit 
of sincere. trust and friendship between 
management and employes and a genuine 
interest among the employes in the com- 
pany’s welfare. 


Policy Has Paid Off 
In Profits for Everyone. 


The policy also pays off in profits, for 
everyone. In 1935, three years before the 
company made a start at its present labor 
program, the 40-year-old firm employed 36 
persons. By .1940 the firm had 200 em- 
ployes. Now the company, whose growth 
was influenced little by the war, employs 
more than 400 and is preparing a $300,000 
expansion program. 

The present program began in 1938 when 
the company, not without considerable de- 
bate, agreed to accept a union shop. Once 
having made the decision; Ryan, a forceful 
young executive who rose from the laboring 
ranks himself, fostered the policy of making 
the agreement more than a surface success. 

We proceeded on the policy that what's 
good for labor is good for management,” he 
says, and he made it clear from the start 
that this policy would govern the company’s 
attitude toward the union. It paid off from 
the beginning. 

“St. Louls and East St. Louis are union 
areas,“ Ryan points out, and previously, 
because we were an open shop, the unions 
instead of advertising us, advertised dur 
competitors and tried to get jobs for them. 
When we inaugurated our new policy, every 
employer became a booster, and we were 
able to get work from such unionized in- 
duatries as breweries, oil companies, the city 
of St. nnen the highly unlontsed area

of East St. Louis.” 

In the years following the fmauguration 
of the new policy, the company, which now 
fabricates special steel and alloy plate dquip- 
ment for the chemical,’ food, oil and electri- 
cal industries, began developing a 10-point 
labor program as follow: 

1. Year-end: bonuses, averaging $350 per 
worker. 

2. A union shop and corresponding wages 
and hours for office employes. f 

3. Awards which have been as high 
$300, for labor or money-saving suggestions. 

4. An information program which keeps 
personnel fully posted en conditions facing 
business. 

5. Financial aid in the form of loans to 
deserving employes when needed. 

6. A $1000 gift life insurance policy for 
each employe after a year’s service, and par- 
tial payment by the company of acciden 
policies, e 

7. A pension plan for employes after five 
years service, : 

8. An advice bureau, offering counsel and. 
assistance to employes on anything from 
buying a home to affecting reconciliation 
with a wife or husband. : 

9. An extensive sport, recreation add so- 
cial program participated in by everyone 
from President Elmer Nooter to the newest 
office boy. : 

10. A sincere and friendly man-té-man 
relationship between officials and employes.

Committee of Foremen. 

Money and labor-saving suggestions are 
studied by a committee of foremen and if 
found feasible are rewarded in proportion to 
their value to the company. Within the past 
year the company has awarded from $15 
to $100 each to 13 men for suggestions. 
These awards are not mere offerings on | 
the altar of good labor relations. Take 
the case of Aubrey Gibson, an electrician, 
who got $100 for devising an electrical 
push-button method for igniting torches on 
a four-torch burning machine, a. develop- 
ment which is not only a time-saver but 
an excellent safety measure. 5 

Found extremely effective is the policy 
of informing employes of the company’s 
operations and plans for the future. On 
occasion Ryan will ask the opinion of the 
men on matters affecting them, 

“It is my conviction,” Ryan explains, 
“that the average worker has little concep- 
tion of management's problems; and the 
reverse is likewise true, though to‘a lesser 
degree. We make every effort to give the 
men a continuing and complete picture of 
the company’s prospects.” i 

The advice bureau pays dividends to both 
sides. It often eliminates a worker’s per- 
sonal problem, and in so doing restores 
his efficiency. About a year ago, Ryan 
recalls, a good employe was slipping badly 
in his work. Simon Tracy, in charge of 
the bureau, checked the situation, learned 
the man and his wife were living in crowded 
quarters with in-laws and that the home 
atmosphere was anything but harmonious. 
Tracy found 4 home for the man and the 
company loaned him $6000 to buy it. Since 
then the man is again a valuable and effi- 
cient worker. * 

Despite the current housing condition, 
the company has found homes or apart- 
ments for 30 Nooter families. Further, 
the company is ready to advise a man pre- 
paring to buy a home on such things as 
interest rates, property values and the Hike. 
And an established employe may arrange 
for a company loan to purchase a home. 

The company concerns itself with the 
health of its employes. It will pay the 
cost of physical check-ups and it takes care 
of its employes in case of iliness. Ryan 
doesn’t consider any of this charity. It’s 
a good investment in human relations, he 
says. : 

In the social program there is no distinc- 
tion between office worker and plant work- 
er, or between labor and management. 
They bowl together in the same bowling 
teams, play on the same baseball teams and 
compete with one another in golf tourna- 
ments. The whole plant turns out for pic — 
nics and dances. 

“Our labor policy sort of grew,” Ryan 
says. We just felt our way, saw it was 
a paying proposition and enlarged on it as 
we went along.” + 
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Not Dead Sea Fruit 
After a look- around in the United States, Jean- 
Paul Sartre, the French philosopher, novelist 
and playwright, exclaimed: “These people, though 
conventionally happy, suffer from an obscure 
malaise.” : 


Cyril Connolly, British editor and essayist, was 
impressed by much of what he saw from New 
York to California, but came to the conclusion 
that the much vaunted “American way”—except 
for the contributions of climate, vitamins and 
calories—was a constant, worried, harried pre- 
occupation with immediate problems. “Any mo- 
ments of disquieting leisure,” he said, “are ren- 
dered innocuous by extroverted social activities 
„or sent flying by alcohol.” | 

“What is this way,” he asked, “but 40 years’ 
drudgery in in an office while the divorced wives 
play bridge together and the children drift apart; 
what is the getting of money but a constant 
source of ulcers and anxiety, till apoplexy or 
heart-failure clamp down? And why does alco- 
hol, which should oll the wheels of intercourse, 


80 flood and clog them; and why the immense 


rush to psychiatry, the high rate of madness and 
suicide? Why, after midnight, do so many Amer- 


icans fight or weep?” 


This and more comes from kindly, friendly 
observers, and it is echoed over and over again 
by native critics. They see the same compulsions 
at work not only on the personal level, but also 
on that of the group, the whole nation. Here we 


‘are, victors in history's greatest war, at a new 


peak of prosperity, smashing atoms and ready to 


,outspeed sound itself. Here is power and might, 


yet out of it has come scant confidence and no 
certain grasp of destiny. | 

Sartre found that the old formulas—Puritanism, 
progress, the pioneer spirit and the rest of them 
ere no longer the keys to the American char- 
acter. Experience does not jibe with them. Yet 
neither this Frenchman nor his British counter- 
part is disillusioned. America, they feel, is on 
the march. 

Connolly saw virtue where many of us fear 
weakness. He found “one of the finest traits of 
American character” in our doubting and ques- 
tioning. “The higher one goes the more search- 
ing becomes this criticism, the deeper the thirst 


for a valid mystique of humanity,” he said. 


“Americans are enormously conscious of their 
the imperialist, the Fascist are in a minority.” 

What has so far kept us from a clearer vision, 
he intimates, is the quality of much of our work 
and thought. We are too much diverted. We 
waste too much energy. We know that what we 
do is not as good as it might be. 

There are Americans, of course, who insist that 
we actually have done our worst. For example, 
the California writer, Henry Miller: “Everything 
that was of beauty, significance or promise has 
been destroyed ot buried in the avalanche of 
false progress. We have degenerated; we have 
degraded the life which we sought to establish 
on this continent. Nowhere have I encoun- 
tered such a dull, monotonous fabric of life as 
here in America.” 

But Connolly, the Englishman, has an answer 
for Miller, the American, as the latter declares: 
“Here boredom reaches its peak.” 

“Well, maybe it does,” comes the reply, “but 
I feel a change is coming. As Europe becomes

: The Hope in Poland 

“Stanislaw Mikolajczyk is at once a cause of 
Amefican despair over Poland and a living ad- 
monition to America not to despair. 

With his flight to England, political opposi- 
tion to Communism in Poland has suffered a 


.severe blow. But the former premier and vice- 


premier himself counsels the western world not 
to lose sight of the opportunities that still re- 
main for it in his country. They are economic 
opportunities, and they are opportunities which 
Soviet Russia is totally incapable of grasping. 

Russia has now done about all it can do for 
Poland, and Poland has done about all it can 
do for itself. A Russian loan of $28,875,000 was 
only enough to meet Poland's needs for some 
three months. Through heroic efforts of its own, 
the country is nearly self-sufficient in agricul- 
ture, has restored its industry to near prewar 
output, and is carrying on a brisk foreign trade 
with Norway, Denmark, Sweden, Italy, Yugo- 
slavia, Russia and 22 other countries, principally 
through exports of coal, textiles, zinc and ce 
ment. From here on, however, raising the low 
standard of living depends on industrial expan- 
sion financed by loans from abroad. 

Poland has applied for a loan of $600,000,000 
from the World Bank, and the bank sent a fact- 
finding group there four months ago to make 
recommendations about the loan. If the World 
Bank went boldly into Poland, needed private 
investment might follow. The result, as Joseph 
C. Harsch wrote from Warsaw in the Christian 
Science Monitor, might be “an effective counter- 
poise against the Communists.” 

The alternative might be to drive. Poland 
further into Communism despite Polish distaste 
for it. “It obviously is a gamble,” concludes Mr. 
Harsch, “yet perhaps it would be well worth 
playing—provided no illusions are entertained 
concerning Poland’s foreign-policy orientation.” 

Mr. Mikolajczyk now tells us pretty much the 
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same thing—that Poland, to recover in the fore- - | 


seeable future, must have loans from the United 
States and more trade with western Europe. 

There is some disposition in the United States 
to write off Poland as a country behind the iron 
curtain and therefore irretrievable. The facts 
seem to warrant a stouter heart. 
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Maj. Hornbostel on Leprosy 
No doubt, it still comes as a shock to many 
persons that Maj. Hans Hornbgstel should say 
it is fortunate that his wife contracted leprosy. 
But that is what he has been saying ever since 
she was admitted to the leprosarium at Carville, 
La., and he took quarters nearby so that he 
might be with her at least 12 hours a day. He 
again says it in a current article. 

The sense of horror evoked by the popular 
name of this disease goes back to Biblical days. 
Yet’ name and disease should not be linked as 
they are. What doctors now call Hansen's dis- 
ease is not the “uncleanness” of Leviticus. It 
is, as Maj. Hornbostel says, the “least com- 
diseases.“ 
Thanks to promin and other drugs, those af- 
flicted may be successfully treated in any clinic 
or hospital, or by any private physician. 

The Government, however, still insists on 
segregating patients in the leprosarium. Ef- 
forts are being made to dissipate the stigma 
falsely attached to them. They are encouraged 
to use their own names, instead of hiding them 
for fear of “disgracing” their families. Louisiana 
now allows them to vote like other citizens. 

Much still needs to be done, however, to dis- 
pel the false notions of fear and shame. No 
doubt, Maj. Hornbostel and his wife have made 
the most widely publicized contributions to this 
campaign. In that sense, it is indeed fortunate 
that Mrs. Hornbostel contracted the disease.

He emerged from this startling and 
highly unorthodox study of human nature 
under fire with the eye-opening informa- 
tion that while men may face danger not 
more than 25 per cent along the line of 
fire will use their weapons. 

The others were not malingerers for 
“they did not hold back from the danger 
point. They were there to be killed if the 
enemy fire searched and fodnd them. For 


certain tasks they were good soldiers, The 


point is that they would not fire though 
they were in situations where firing was 
their prime responsibility and where noth- 
ing else could be as helpful.”

Col. Marshall admits many were para- 
lyzed with fear, But asserts that Army 
psychiatrists found “that fear of killing, 
rather than fear of being killed, was the 
most common cause of battle failure in the 
individual.” Who did win the battles? Ac- 
cording to Col. Marshall, a mixture of the 
consistently good soldiers in the majority 


and of the consistently “bad actors” of 


the training camps who were good only to 
“fight like hell in emergencies.” 

How would Col. Marshall build up a 
better firing line? Naturally, better train- 
ing would play its part but he wants to 
emphasize the inculgation of a sort of foot- 
ball team spirit plus better man-to-man 
communications on the battlefield. 

He cites the seemingly insignificant little 

that can make a victory or bring de- 
feat. He supports the fighting general who 
said that men do not fight for a cause but 
because they do not want to let their com- 
rades down. He maintains that men are 
not reassured by poker-faced officers or 
those who foolishly risk their lives. He 
gives G-1 (personnel) the devil for dealing 


with manpower as if it consisted of “sacks — 


of potatoes.” 

The colonel certainly does reveal and 
analyze weaknesses that occur in battle. 
He may be forgiven for being somewhat 
dogmatic in criticism and in his suggested 
remedies.

Devious Methods Used. 


There is a strong suggestion of 
conscious guilt in the deviousness 
of the methods.

It is a useful inter- 
mediate” from which other fin- 
ished products, including anti- 
freeze and gunpowder, may be 
made. 

As early as 1935, Farben licensed 
a firm called “Orgacid,” in which 
it had no apparent interest, to 
make these “intermediates.”

Made Gas For Years. 

There is no record that poison 
gas ever was used in combat 
operations in Europe.

By 
19388 it was pushing plans for 
increasing Germany's output of 
m gas to 7800 tons a 
month, as only one example. 

In June of the same year, Far- 
ben experts prepared a report for

United States foreign policy—as 
contrasted to the Kremlin’s—is 
openly supported by overwhelming 
national majorities in the West, 
But in eastern Europé, these ob- 
servers agree, the will of the ma- 
jority is paralyzed by Communist 
police action and Russia’s immedi- 
ate military power. 

In lands behind the so-called 
iron curtain, the dictated process 
of sovietization is ruthlessly being 
speeded up. Red minorities are 
tightening their governmental 
grip. 

This, however, represents con- 
solidation, not expansion, of the 
Kremlin's authority. It is like a 
general suspending a fruitless of- 
fensive and ordering his forces to 
dig in at least temporarily on a 
static line. 

Marshall Plan the Key. 

A survey by chiefs of Associated 
Press bureaus in Europe describes 
the Marshall plan as the big 
weapon in repulsing Soviet ambi- 
tions. 

The very words, Marshall plan, 
have come to symbolize here the 
long-range determination of the 
United States to risk hard dollars 
against paper rubles in restoring 
this Continent’s economic health.

cabbages, are selling for fancy 
prices at the markets. 

An abundance of moisture in 
the soil, combined with the brisk 
coolness of fall days and nights. 
produces vegetables that are de- 
lightfully crisp and succulent. In 
autumn, spinach, lettuce and 
greens are at their best, and tur- 
nips, cabbage and broccoli are 
tender and sweet. Barring a severe 
freeze, these crops may be har- 
vested for several. weeks after 
the first frost. 

As a matter of fact, it is not 
too late for a final planting of 
lettuce, spinach, and turnip or 
mustard greens, and if the weather 
is favorable, they may yield a 
crop this fall. With the approach 
of a really hard freeze, lettuce 
plants should be moved to’ the 
protection of a cold frame, but 
spinach and greens are real tough- 
ies, and can stand some rather 
bitter weather. If the rows are 
carefully mulched when the 
ground begins to freeze, they will 
winter over and provide a crop 
as soon as the weather warms up 
a bit in earliest spring. 


Dig Root Crops Late. 


Root crops like carrots, beets, 
rutabagas and turnips usually can 
be harvested right up to the time 
when severe weather sets in. After 
the first frosts the starch and 
sugar content of these vegetables 
is higher, and they generally have 
a better flavor. Even when dig- 
ging them for storage it is best 
to leave them in the ground until 
the weather is cold enough to 
damage the tops of these plants. 
At this time the roots will have 
less moisture, and they will con- 
sequently keep much better. 

All tender crops are gathered, 
of course, before the first frost. 
Lima beans will stay fresher and 
their food value will remain 
higher if they are stored in their 
pods in a refrigerator. To keep 
green beans garden fresh, wash 
and string them, make them into 
air-tight packets by wrapping in 
aluminum foil, and store in the 
freezing compartment or the re- 
frigerator. 

When frost threatens, some 
gardeners uproot tomato vines 
and pepper plants and hang them 
upside down for storage. The

French mores pull at him strongly 
even though he is conscious of a 
certain parochialism in European 
culture. It is not only that he 
has a continuing love for French 
poetry and French painting but he 
often misses certain character- 


istics of everyday living that seem 
unimportant on the surface but 


indicate a profound. difference 
between Continental and Ameri- 
can attitudes, 

For instance, the flaneur,“ as 
he is understood in Paris and 
elsewhere in Europe, is practically 
non existent, says Golschmann, in 
the United States. The dictionary 
describes a flaneur as a stroller 
or loiterer. Actually it has no 
exact English equivalent. 

“Tf a friend says ‘Je vais flaner’,” 
explains Golschmann, “it means 
that he’s just going to look 
around. He walks down the boule- 
vard surveying the other strollers, 
turns into a side-street, examines 
the facade’ of an old church, 
watches a concierge bargaining 
with a vegetable huckster, looks 
into the window of an art shop 
and so on, He is at his leisure, 
with no schedule to meet, and 
completely relaxed, But his mind 
is sensitive, like a photographer's 
plate, and makes something of 
whatever he sees—whether it’s a 
tablet on the side of a house say- 
ing that here Alfred de Musset 
was born, or a couple of old peo- 
ple quarreling in a bistro. Every- 
thing has associations with the 
past or signifies something about 
the life he knows that’s interest- 
ing to him. 

“Of course, it’s easier to do in 
the older countries that have 80 
many landmarks. But you have 
to bring something to it. Ameri- 
cans run on schedule. Even their 
leisure is blueprinted—one o'clock 
a luncheon appointment, three 
o’clock shopping, five o’clock a 
visit to the Art Museum, with so 
much time allotted in advance, 
The nearest thing is the window 
shopper. It’s not the same.”

fact that he, too, allots his time 
according to necessity is evidence 
that he becomes an American as 
soon as he passes through the 
customs. And there is other evi- 
dence. Like most Frenchmen, he 
likes good wine and good food

„Is your husband a connoisseur 
of wines?” I asked his wife, 
Odette. 

“Well,” she answered, “he knows 
the difference between Bordeaux 
and Burgundy.” 

In the wine lover’s book this 
was like saying that he wouldn’t 
mistake milk for. coffee. But 
Golschmann wasn’t too much of- 
fended. 

Now, now,” he protested, “I 
know good wine. I can’t tell from 
the first sip whether the grapes 
had a northern or southern ex- 
posure, but I know good wine. And 
I like the plain wine of the coun- 
try too. But two days after I'm 
in America I forget all about it.” 

So far as food is concerned, 
however, he is in a better position 
to. cultivate his native predilec- 
tions because his wife is a won- 
derful cook, whether she is offici- 
ating herself or supervising. Mrs. 
Golschmann has inherited—or ac- 
quired—the genius of her country 
for treating the raw materials of 
this domestic art according to 
their nature and possibilities. 
French cuisine as it is practiced 
by a knowing hand such as hers 
is not just a matter of sauces. It 
is also concerned with bringing 
out the flavors of meat, fowl or 
vegetables without dissipating 
them. 

But as much as Golachmann 
values good food, it is scarcely a 
religion with him. Pressed duck is 
wonderful but ham on rye is good 


too. 

„It's a fine experience,” he said, 
“to sit down, look through a menu 
of marvelous dishes—and then or- 
der something simple. What I like 
better than anything, I think, is 
bread and butter and cheese. What 
cheese I had in Switzerland last 
summer! Still it was a little too 
much when they gave me a cheese 
sandwich on the plane going back 
to France.”

OLSCHMANN’S extending ac- 
G quaintance among the musical 
figures of Paris led to a 
friendship with Erik Satie and 
through Satie he met Albert Ver- 


ley, a rich manufacturer of per- 


fume essences and an accom 
plished musidal amateur, Verley 
was impressed with Golschmann’s 
ability to play an orchestral score 
on the piano with an orchestral 
effect, 

“You. should be a conductor,” 
said Verley. 

“All I need is an orchestra,” an 
swered Golschmann. “I have a ba- 
ton.” 

Not long thereafter, Verley put 
up $5000 and his protege instituted, 
in the early post-Armistic period, 
the series that became known as 
the Concerts Golschmann, 

A second memorable occasion 


was when he first conducted an 


American orchestra—the old New 
York Symphony. A third was when 
the directors of the St. Louls Sym- 
phony Orchestra offered him a 
contract as permanent conductor. 
In the interval between, he made 
appearances in Spain, Belgium, 
Norway and Scotland. Since tak- 
ing up his American residence, he 
has conducted most of the top- 
rank American orchestras with ex- 
cursions, on the side, into Mexico 
and Canada, 

As the true artistic character 
of a conductor can always be 
judged best by the response of an 
orchestra that knows his peculiari- 
ties, Golschmann’s St. Louis per- 
formance is necessarily his most 
valid testimonial. A seasoned mem- 
ber of the St. Louis orchestra has 
this to say: 

“Golschmann works to bring out 
the essence of the music. Dynam- 
ics and precision are not built up 
as ends in themselves but as the 
means of communicating what 
the music has to say. There are 
a lot of conductors who try to do 
it all with the stick. Golschmann 
uses every means at his com- 
mand, whether it’s verbal explana- 
tion, vocalizing, gestures, facial 


expressions or all of them togeth- 


er, to get just the right color. He 
spends a lot of time and a lot of 
pains on modeling. It all counts. 

“Golchmann gets good disci- 
pline without blowing his top.

LEAVES 
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LTHOUGH trees play the major role in Missouri's 
* flaming fall revue, it is a lowly shrub that opens the 
colorful show. First to don its brilliant autumn finery 
is the sumac, which grows in profusion along roads, on 
dry hillsides, in deserted fields. Its leaflets, which were 
drab green in summer, robe the countryside in many
